would be very agreeable to them, to fee his Majefty 
conjefcend to give equitable Satisfaction thereon, 
conformable to Treaties: But if, by the Prejudice 
done by former Treaties, be meant what has been 
regulated by Treaties between his Majefty and other 
Powers, their H. Mightineffes do not pretend to a- 
ny Alteration; only,.as the Treaties between his 
Majeity and the Republic fpecify, That the Repub- 
lic and its Subjeéts be treated as favourably as any 
other Nation, (tanguam Gens amiciffima) they think 
they have thereby acquired the Right of demanding 
all the Advantages granted to any Nation whatfo- 
ever, not having renounced the fame. That their 
H. Mightineffes do not demand any tnnovation, but 
only the Execution and Obfervation of what is fti- 
palated and promifed By the Treaties which fubift 
between his Majefty and the Repoblic, and that the 
Contraventions committed, be redrefled; among 
which Contraventions, their H. Mightinefles can- 
not but reckon particulatly, what is granted by 
the Treaty of Commerce of Vienna in favour of the 
Auftrian Netherlands, as was fet forth by the Me- 


morial of the 4th of November laff’ Year, -prefented 
to his Majefty by M: Vander- Meer, their H. Mighti- 
nefles Ambaflador, to which they are yet expecting 
a fatisfa@tory Anfwer. Amd for what:conterns the 
2d Part of the faid Propofition, namely the Interpo- 
fition of his Majefty with his Imp. Majefty, for at- 
taining an amicable Actontmodtion of the Differ- 
ences; their H. Mightineffes having éexplain’d them. 
felves uponit, hardly think it néceflary to repete, 
That they will confider it as a very great Service 
his Majelty will do the Republic, if his Majefty has 
the Gooduefs to prevail’ with his Imp. Majefty that 
the Commerce of the Auftrian Netherlands to the 
Indies may ceafe, whereby the Inconveniencies and 
Difficulties refulting frow it may be removed ; and 
they'll deem this Service one of the greateft Proofs 
of Friendfhip his Majefty can give them, which, 
without Doubt, will contribute as much as any o- 
ther Thing to the Prefervation of the public Quiet.
